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[]2- The following air activity and aircraft were observed at Crossenhain airfield 
between 13 October and 6 Novenber 1952: : 


13 October. Between 11 a.m. and 5 p.m., individual flights were wade by 

_ snept-back jet fighters at the airfield. There was gocd visibility and a cloud 
base at an altitude of about 1,000 meters. Between 7 and 11 p.m., jet firhters 
made individual flights. At h:15 p.m., & MiG~15e with auxiliary fuel tanks were 
parked at the southern end of the short runway, 17 jet fighters withot auxiliary. 
fuel tanks and 2 single-engine planes were in front of ihe hangars. 


wy Uctober. Between 9 a.m. and midnight, MiG-15s and single-engine planes 
continuously civsled over the field. It rained and the cioud ceiling wis at 
an altitude of 600 meters. 


‘15 October. Between 8 a.m. and 6 p.m., 62 local flights wire made by jet 

ighters. Single-engine planes also circled over the field. It rai ned ard the 
cloud base was at an altitude of about 8.0 meters. The weather cleared up — 
toward the evening. Between 8 p.m. and midnicht, jet fighters took off and 
flew in elements of two. At the take-off point, the jet fizhters of the 
individual elements werc about 150 meters apart. The planes flew with set 
position lights. A searchlight at the field illuminated the runway, and the 
runway lights on both sides were switehed on. Tye aircraft landed individually 
at intervals of about 600 meters. 


16 October. Batween 8 a.m. and 6 p.m, there was intensive local flights by 
jet fighters and single-engine planes. The visibility was limited to about 

lh km, and the cloud base was at a height of 600 meters to 800 meters, At 5 pome, 
6 MiG-15s were parked at the south end of the short runway, 32 swept-back jet 
fighters, 3 single-engine planes and 1 biplane were observed in front of the 
hangars. Between 6 and 11 pom., individual swept-back jet fighters circled 
‘over the field. 


17 October. Between 11 and 11:30 a.m., swept-back jet fighters without 
auxiliary fuel tarks individually took off and'assembied in flights of 3 
planes each. There was a 10/10 overcast, the cloud base being at 1,00) meters. 
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The visibility was cood| rand eight flichte of planes leaving 

the field toward the northwest. they not return until 3 p.m. Between 

Ll am. and 6 pom., there was intensive local flying by MiG-15s without 
auxiliary fuel tanks. At 4:05 pom., a formation of 12 MiG-15s with auxiliary 
fuel tanks approached the field, and the planes landed individually. Between 
8 and 11 p.m., individual swept-back jet fighters circled over the field. 

At 5 pom.y 3h swepi-back jet fighters, l, single-engine planes and 1 biplane 
were counted at the field. 


18 October, ‘There was little air activity at the fidd. 
19 October. No flights were made. 


20 Uctober. Betwecn 8 a.m. and 5 p.m., individual local flights were made 

by swept-back jet fighters and single-engine planes with radial engines. The 
visibility was gooi, and the cloud base was at a altitude of sbout BOC meters. 
Take-offs and landings were made from east to west although there was a slight 
easterly wind. 


21 Getober. 3etween & asm. and lh pom., individual local flichts were made by, 
Swent-back jet fivhters. There was a 10/10 overcast, the cloud base being at 
an altitude of 9U. meters. 


22 October. It cas forry until about 11 a.m, Between 11 «nd 11:15 a.me,y 12 — 
individual swept-back jet fighters with auxiliary *uel tanks took off and 
assembled in a formation acading south-southwest. It was not observed that 
the formition returned to the field. Between 11 a.m. and § p.m., MiG-15s 
took off in clemerts of two and assembled in formations of four. 


23 October. After the fog had disappeared, individual local flights were made 
by swept-back jet fivhters and a biplane between 11 a.m. and 2 pome 


2h Uetober. Betwecn 9 aom. 2nd 6:34 p.m., MiG-15s took off individually and 
in elements of twe. Some of the planes assembled in formation of four. Between 
5 and 5:3U p.m, “ single-engine plane towing an air sleeve circled several 
times but no arproach flight or firing at the airborne target. was obser-red. 


27 Uctober, sfler 7:15 a.m, take-offs were made by individual Mid-15s and 
in elements of two. The MiG-15s which took off in elements were fitted with 
auxiliary fue. tanks and landed individually. Single~engine aircraft also 
circled over the field. At 3 pom, 6 alert planes were pérked at the southern 
end of the c;ort runway and 34 swept-back jet fighters and l: single-engine 
planes were observed in front of the hangars. 


28 Cetobe:. Between 11 osm. and 6 pom., MiG-15s flew in‘ividually and in 
clements of two, There were intermittent rain showers, A DC~3 plane landed 
at 3:05 «.m. amd took off at 3:h5 p.m. 


29 Octovxer. Between & a.m. and 6 pem., local flirhts were continuously made 
by sweyt back jet fighters, wile the weather cleared up. Mif-15s with 
auviliiry fuel tanks flew in elements of two, each flicht lastine about 30 
minutes. 't 5 pamey 6 alert planes were parked at the southern edge of the 
runwey and 32 sweri-back jct fighters, 3 single-engine planes and 1 biplane 
were observed in front of the hangars. 


31 ‘etober. Belween 8 aon. and 6 p.m., there was local flying by MiG-15s 
witaout auxiliary fuel tanks, individual single-engine planes and biplanes. 
T; visibi Litv was limitcd to 2 km, and there were intermittent rain showers. 


“November. After about 11 a.m., when the fog disappeared, individual flichts 
vere made by swept-back jet fighters, single-engine planes and biplanes. 
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2 November. No air activity was observed between 10 a.m, anc u o.m 


3 November. Individual local flights were made by single-engine plares 
and two swept-back jet firhters between 9 a.m. and kh r.m., when the fog 
had disappeared. 


lh November. Between € a.m. ond 3 pom, the visibility was very good, and the 
sky wis Slightly cloudy. It was ubserved that 23 MiG-15s made individual 
flichts of aboat 15 minutes. Shortly after the take-off,the planes climbed 
to ar altitude of about 3,0 meters. 


S$ November, Between $ am. and 2 pom., there was air activity by 5 swept-back 
jet fishters and 1 biplane. Visibility was good. There was a stronp westerly 
wind and a cloud base at an altitude of 800 meters. At 3 pom., 6 alert planes 
were parked at the southern edpe of the short runway and 17 swept-back jet 
fighters were observed in front of the hangars. 


6 November. Between 3:30 and 5 p.m., there was no air activity during 
rainy and stormy weather, Only the six alert planes were parked outside 
the hangars. «

Trucle[ | was parked in front 25X11 

of a building occupied by air force tr ns located west of ‘he Grossenhain- 

flsterwerda road, about_2G. meters southeast of the knackery. Trucks[ «| 25X71 
and jeep [were observed at the field. 


The follow ng obscrvations were made at the field between 26 Uctober and 
12 November: 


26 October, At about l p.m., an element of two MiG-15s and a single-engine 
plune were observed over the field. ifter 6 p.m., the searchlight at the 
field was in operation although there was no air activity. 


27 October. Between about 3 and 5 pom., flying was practiced by MiG-15s and 
single-engine, low-wing monoplanes including some towing air sleeves. The 
weather was hazy. 


20 Cetober, Between 6:30 and 8 p.m., there wss individual flying by MiG-15s, 


while the Searchlight radiated its beam almost ecntinuously toward the west 
to northwest. There was rood visibility and a strong southwesterly wind. 


3U Ucicber. The noise of aircraft engines was heard between 11 a.m. and 1 pome 
e vis 5 ity was poor, and the cloud base was low. At hb pom., a formation 
of nine [HC-15s flew over the town at an altitude of about 2G, meters, burt 
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it did not land at the field. Formation flying was rather poor. Botween 
6330 and 9:30 p.m., there was night flying while the searchlight was in 
operation. The weathor was still bad. 


31 Cctober. Between 7 and 8 a.m., individual flights were made by “4G-15s. 

e cloud base was at an altitude o* about 2U.. meters. There was air activity 
by 'iG-15s between 1.1 a.m. and 1 p.m. Aircraft observed at the field about 
3 pem., included 9 MiG-15s at the southern end of the short runway, 2 ifiG-15s 
with starter carriages at the take-off point, and 6 4iG-15s in front of the 
hangas. Two trucks mounting searchlights were obscorved in the southeastern 
corner of the landing field. 


2 to 8 Jovember. A few individual flights wero made during very tad weather. 
wimost all the aircraft were parked in the heancars. The billets were stil” 
fully oceupied by air force soldiers and army soldiers who wore red-bordered 
black epaulets. 


l2_ to 16 November. No air activity was observed while it rained and snowed. 
On 16 November, six i14G-15s were counted outside the hangars.1

The revetments have not been used for the parking of aircraft.

6 and § November, there was no activity at the field. On 16 November, the 
emplacencnt was removed 2nd brick buildines werc under construction at the 
site cf the enplacement.l ! 


9. Three concrete masts, each arout & meters high, wore observed sorth of the 
main entrance to the field. The masts were interconnected by antennas and 
a lead-in extended into the house toward the north. 4nother radio installa~ 
tion was located north of Folbern. It consisted of two small wooden cabins 
and an individual mast which wags braced three times, There wis a short 
southvest-northosst rinway, which, however, was not used for taking off or 
jandinre. The course of the taxiway could not be cetcrmined because source's 
view was obstructed. The loading ramp extended as fir us the northern hangar 
on the western ede of the ficld. The second hangar from the north seemed 
to be the repair hangar since an e:.¢ine test stand was located at its side 
and the noise of work was repeatedl; heard from the interior-of the hangar. 


25X1 1. | Comment. Grossenhain airfield is occupied by two fighter reriments and 
the headquarters of a fig:ter division. Air activity was conducted as previously. 
Formation flying on 17 October was pessibly connected with the exercises of 
the Lighth Gds Army in the Dessau area. Most of the aircraft are renerally parked 
in the hangars, while the alert flicht of h to 6 MiG-15s is rermanentily rarked 
ce of the short runway in any type of weather. The aircraft 
25X1 re reported for the first tine. 


25X1 2. [| Comment. The train carried Sovlet personnel to the U.S.S.0. becausc, 


after the Fall manewers, older troops were rotated as recruits arrived in 
Rast Germany.
